auditor of Hie Tuskegee institute. 
In answ er to inquiries at the hotel 
Dr. W ashington banded out the fob 
lowng statem ent, signed by Seth Low, 
in which the latter expresses his con­ 
fidence in the noted 
educator 
and 
prom ises him the support of the trus­ 
tees of T uskegee Institute: 
“ As president of the board of trus 
tees of the Tuskegee institute, I was 
shocked * to read of the assault that 
had been m ade upon Dr. W ashington. 
“T he facts are these: Dr. W ashing­ 
ton reached New York on Saturday 
morning from W ashington. On S u n d a y 
morning he spoke at the Mount O livet 
Baptist church, and In the afternoon 
at the Church of the Pilgrim s, In 
Brooklyn 
In the evening about nine 
o’clock 
he started out to find

Sm ith, a certified public accountant, 
who is the auditor of the T uskegee 
institute, a white gentlem an, whom 
he expected was staying with friends 
at ll Va west Sixty-third street. This 
is ac apartm ent house of the type oc­ 
cupied by different fam ilies on differ­ 
ent floors, whose nam es appear in the 
bells on the inside below

unusual puIna to tim! out the most 
suit.dblo, convenient and economical 
construction for a dairy barn and silo 
(the silo Is essential to the business), 
and he has beeu bellied by the exact 
figures and experience of a carpenter 
who m akes a specialty of building 
round barns. 
The silo is at the center. 
Feeding 
commences at the chute and Is contin­ 
ued around the circle, ending with the 
silage cart at the chute again. 
There 
is a like saving of steps In feeding hay 
and grain. 
Tile roof is entirely self 
supporting, and there are no posts or 
girders to obstruct the haymow.
